BRITISH SHIPS SENT TO BERING SEA. 


They Will Co-operate with American Cruis- 
ers in Preventing Seal Slaughter. 
Vrorort1a, B. C., June 17.— Special. I— The 
news received from Washington in regard to 
the agreement between the British and Ameri- 


can Governments as to a close season in 


Bering Sea during the present year was today 
confirmed from British sources. Capt. Turner 
of H. M. S. Nymph received a telegram this 
forenoon instructing him to proceed to 
the north and there to carry out 
his instructions, which are understood 
to be of the same character as those given by 
the Washington Government to the United 
States cruisers. It has also been learned that 
H. M. S. Porpoise, a cruiser on the Chinese 
station, has been ordered to the same place, 
the two ships to meet at a point in Bering Sea 
previously agreed upon. 

Immediately upon receiving the dispatch 
Capt. Turner began preparations for the voy- 
age. The Nymph coaled this morning and 
will be ready to sail in about ten days. Seal- 
ing men are considerably depressed at the 
government order for a close season. 

The steamship Danube sailed for the north 
yesterday to meet the sealing fleet, repro- 
vision them, and bring down their catch of 
seals. All the vessels will then enter Bering Sea 
and get in their best work before the Ameri- 
can cutters can averhaul and notify them to 
clear. After being notified they will sail for 
home, but not till then. if theschooners keep 
scattered it will be a matter of considerable 
time and require no little search to hunt them 
all up. The Danube will inform them of the 
President’s proclamation, but the notification 
will be unofficial, as neither American nor 
British authorities had received any notifica- 
tion up to the time of its sailing. 

San Francisco, Cal., June 17.—The United 
States steamer Thetis left here this morning 
for Sand Point, Alaska. The Mohican, which 
is also destined for the north, remained in 
the bay until noon, when, after firing a salute, 
it being the anniversary of the battle of 
Bunker Hill, it proceeded to Mare Island 
Navy-Yard to take on coal. 

Long dispatches were received this morning 
by the commander of the Corwin which are 
supposed to have contained final orders and 
also instructions to be carried north to vessels 
which had sailed earlier. The Corwin left 
about noon for Bering Sea. Collector Phelps 
had printed a thousand copies of the Presi- 
dent’s proclamation regarding the seal fisher- 
ies and a number of these were sent on board 
vessels this morning. The remaining copies 
are held to go up by other vessels so that the 
circulation of the proclamation may be as 
wide as possible. 

It is estimated that it will be ten or twelve 
days before the United States vessels will be 
well north, and, as the sealing season opened 
June 1, the poachers will have had about a 
month’s time before receiving notice of the 
proclamation. The vessels engaged in sealing 
this season number, as fare as known, forty, 
including British sealers fitted out at Vic- 
toria. 

The Thetis took up Collector Bullard, who 
goes to Sand Point to assume his duties there. 


ROBBED THE GOVERNMENT OF $100,000. 


A Canadian Pacific Conductor Carries On a 
Wholesale Sm ling Business.

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Fearful Crash- Many Washouts on West- 
ern Roads. 

Coon Rarips. Ia., June 17.—[ Special. 
The wreck of the Omaha express on the Chi- 
cago, Milwaukee and St. Paul railroad at 
Coon Rapids Tuesday night was caused by a 
tie fastened to the trestle-work of the bridge- 
approach by train-wreckers. The motive that 
prompted thecrime was undoubtedly robbery, 
but thus far no depredations have been re- 
ported. There is no clew to the perpetrators 
of the foul deed. At the point where the ac- 
cident occurred the train was not running at 
its usual rate of speed and the light loss of 
life is due to this. The fact that so many 
of the passengers and trainmen escaped un- 
injured and promptly scrambled out of the 
wreck probably frightened the train-robbers 
off. The train consisted of an eagine, mail- 
car, baggage-car, two coaches, one chair-car, 
and three sleepers and was well filled with 
passengers, It reached Coon Rapids at 9:45 
o’clock in a blinding rain-storm. Three 
thousand feet east of the station is the little 
stream, Coon Creek, spanned by an iron 
bridge. The stream is an _ insignificant 
one, dry for portions of the year, but 
now swelled by spring freshets. En- 
gineer William Liddell was in charge 
of the engine with Fireman Albert Rouse. 
Two hundred feet from the bridge the engine 
struck the obstruct’ on and left the track. Lid- 
deli reversed the lever and applied the air- 
brakes, but it was impossible tostop the train. 
The locomotive and mail car crashed into the 
covered bridge and, toppling over, fell to the 
bed of the stream, fifty feet below. The bag- 
gage car, day coaches, chair car, and one sleep- 
er fell from the side of the trestle and whirl- 
ing over in the air struck the ground with 
trucks up. The train was electric-lighted and 
the added horror of a fire was thus probably 
avoided, 

Rescuing the Wounded, 

Those- passengers who were not injured 
promptly began the work of rescuing their un- 
fortunate fellow travelers, whose shouts for 
help could be heard from the wrecked cars, 
Word was sent back to the station at Coon 
Rapids, and all the physicians and able-bodied 
men who could be reached were summoned to 
the rescue. The rain continued unabated and 
in the face of the blinding storm, aided by 
flashes of lightning and the lanterns brought 
from the station and adjacent farm houses, 
the work was carried on. A special train with 
physicians and workmen was sent to the 
wreck from Perry, the eastern end of the 
division, upon receipt of telegrams announc- 
ing the accident.

DASUED INTO PLUM CREEK. 


Great Loss of Life Narrowly Averted on the 
Burlington Road. 

Covunctt BLurrs, Ia., June 17.—At Corning, 
Ia., onthe Chicago, Burlington and Quincy 
railroad, this morning a cloud burst over 
Plum Creek Valley, flooding the creek and 
sweeping away the railroad bridge. The phe- 
nomenon happened so suddenly that the engi- 
neer of a freight-train which was approaching 
the bridge could not stop his train in time to 
avoid running into the stream. After re- 
versing his engine he jumped for his life. The 
locomotive and three freight-cars dashed into 
the flood but no one was injured. The through 
passenger-train of the Burlington line missed 
disaster by but seven minutes. 


+  WASHOUTS IN THE WEST. 


Bridges Swept Away and Towns Inundated 
in Nebraska and Kansas. 

Omana, Neb., June 17.—The heaviest rain 
known for years fell last night all over the 
State. Along the line of the Burlington and 
Missouri in Southern Nebraska and in Kansas 
several washouts resuited, the most serious 
being in the vicinity of Orleans. Several 
small washouts occurred on the branch line 
between Orleans and Oxford. Trains on 
that branch are delayed and some have 
been abandoned altogether. On the Elk. 
horn Valley road a bad washout occurred 
at Battle Creek, inundated the town, sweeping 
away several houses and endangering a num- 
ber of lives. All in danger were helped out 
in wagons and no lives were lost. The town 
is half overflowed at present and people have 
to zo about in boats. It is thought that the 
mill dam will go, and large damage has al- 
ready been done to crops. Several miles of 
track have been washed out and several

PAID THEIR FINES UNDER PROTEST. 


Members of Harvard’s Zeta Psi Club Re- 
solve to Test the Massachusetts Law. 

Boston, Mass., June 17.—[Special.]—The 
members of the Harvard Zeta Psi club have 
undertaken the task of proving the Massa- 
chusetts liquor license law as applied to so- 
cial clubs to be unconstitutional. This bur- 
den was assumed by them as the result of a 
raid by the Cambridge police upon their hand- 
some rooms a few nights ago and the obtain- 
ing of such evidence there as necessitated the 
boys appearing in the police court today to 
answer to a charge of maintaining a liquor 
nuisance. ‘The Zeta Psi members, twenty- 
three in number, did not propose to come 
down with the $65 each as the, Alpha Delta 
Phi members had, and at the same time they 
did not wish to expose club secrets. They 
therefore besought Judge Sanger to hear the 
evidence behind closed doors. The Judge 
told the boys that the only way in which that 
could be done was for them to admit the 
truth of the evidence now held by the govern- 
ment and then appeal to a higher court. The 


students then pleaded guilty and ‘were fined | 


$75 each, all appealing.

Whosoever advertises, prints, publishes, distrib- 
utes, or circulates, or ca to be so advertised, 
printed, published, distributed, or circulated, any 
circular, pamphlet, card, handbill, advertisement, 
printed paper, book, newspaper, or notice of any 
kind with intent to procure or to aid 
in procuring any divorce either in this State or 
elsewhere shall be fined not less than $100 nor 
more than $1,000 for each offense, or imprisoned 
in the County Jail not less than three months nor 
more than one year, or both, in the discretion of 
the court. , 

Of the number of answers to this appeal to 
i- mated people to buy their freedom at misfit 
prices dhe can only judge by the remark that 
M 48 in the person of Mr. Proulx made last 
night when he said that the volume of his 
business admitted low prices. One letter, 
however, that went into the office pigeon-hole 
for M 48 was from a well-known Chicago law- 
yer who, however, for reasons of his own did 
not sign his right name.

I will pay court costs out of that, Mr. 
Proulx says, referring to the $24. The aver- 
age court costs are $4 for service publication, 
$6 for clerk’s cost, and $5 for stenographer’s 
fee for writing the case up. This leaves a 
balance of $9 for Mr. Proulx’s services in se- 


curing the divorce. Nine dollars for drawing 
up the bill, filing it, attending to publication 
notice, appearing in court, and moving for de- 


fault and plaeing the bill on default calendar 
Last night Mr. Proulx talked freely of Mrs. 


Beaubien’s divorce prospects to a stranger 


whose only introduction to the lawyer was 
the statement that he knew the writer of the 


letter asking for terms and wished for further 


“Tell Mrs. Beaubien,” said the attorney, 
that she need have no fear, for her decree 
is a certainty. There will be no contest; of 
that she may rest assured.

Divorces at $24 each and payment on the in- 
stallment plan is the gist of his proposition. 

It is just barely possible that Mr. Proulx 
will not appear personally in many more cases 
that have for their end the severing of married 
people’s bonds. The letter to which the name 
of Mrs. Beaubien was attached was written 
with a purpose. The lawyer who penned it is 
to call the attention of the Bar Associa- 
tion to the advertisement and to Mr. Proulx’s 
connection with it. The lawyer’s letter to the 


supposititious Mrs. Beaubien is extant, and it 


is said will be used as an argument to secure 
the disbarring of Proulx. 

The law on divorce advertisements was 
framed after a certain lawyer had made him- 
self notorious in connection with divorce 
cases which he sought after with persistency 
backed by promises of a lack of publicity, 
He was disbarred, and in giving the decision 
of the Supreme Court Justice Breese used 
these words: 

A high-toned, honorable lawyer will always aid 
the deserving party seeking a divorce. He will 
render the aid, not solicit the case, and he will in 
all things regarding it act the man. Such a law- 
yer will never be found stirring up nor soliciting 
such cases, nor disgracing the profession by the 
dissemination of such a circular as this de- 
fendant manufactures and uses.

Wasuineton, D. C., June 17.— The new Con- 
gress of Chile, elected since the revolution 


Executive or the offieers of the government 
that may by any construction be considered 
contrary to the Constitution. An act has 
also been passed investing the President 

the republic with the following extraordinary 
powers during the progress of the revolution: 

He is authorized to a 

punish any person inimical to the govern- 
ment. He may expend the public revenues in 


his judgment without being subject to esti- | 


mates, and may procure money upon the 
credit of the State without previous anthority 
of Congress. He may declare any part of 
the territory of the Republic in a state 
of siege. He may appointor dismiss pub- 
lic employés, of whatever rank or degree, 
without restriction. He may suspend or limit 
the right of public meetings and public dis- 
cussions and the liberty of the press. He 
may suspend the judicial power except so 
far as its jurisdiction relates to civil 
and ordinary criminal cases. He may 
exempt from jurisdiction of the tribunals of 
justice political cases of all kinds and crimes 
growing out of .the revolution. He may or- 
ganize military tribunals and define their 
jurisdiction and authority as far as may not 
be contrary to law.

Ironwood Officials Acknowledge Paying 
Money to a Legislator. 

Lanstne, Mich., June 17.—[Special.]—The in- 
vestigation of the bribery charges against Repre- 
sentatives Doyle and Munthe in connection with 
the Ironwood Charter bill wastaken up by the 
special committee today. The Mayor of Iron- 
wood, the City Recorder, and two Aldermen testi- 
fied to the payment of $0 to Representative 
Munthe, but said that nothing was said about 
money until after the bill had passed both 
Houses.

Citizens Shot for Deneouncing the Govern- 
ment—Rumored Killing of Hippolyte. 

New York, June 17.—The Atlas line passenger 
steamer Alvo, which arrived here this morning 
from Haytian ports, brought news of continued 
outbreaks of a somewhat milder character at the 
Haytian capital and of the wholesale slaughter 
of political prisoners in all parts of the island. 
The Alvo also brought news of the rumored 
shooting of President Hippolyte. This rumor 
was being freely circulated in Jacmel and the 
outlying towns about Port-au-Prince when the 
Alvo left the former port June 6, and had even 
crept into some of the newspapers. The rumor 
could not be confirmed by the people on the Alvo 
before it left Jacmel, as it remained there only 
a few hours, and owing to the tumult in the town 
the passengers feared to go ashore. The populace 
was in a high fever of excitement over what they 
termed an outrageous murder which occurred in 
that city the day before at pmol yee’ order. 

The news of the troubles at Port au Prince 
travels somewhat slowly into the interior towns in 
Hayti, and frequently is unknown in the inland 
cities for weeks after ir occurrence. Conse- 

uen the slaughter of 160 citizens of 

ort au Prince was not known at 
Jacmel until several days later, 
Jacmel and Port au Prince are onl 
fifty miles apart. When the news did fin come 
though, the people of Jacmel became frantic 
with excitement and loudly and publicly de- 
nounced Hippolyte and his government. There is 
a small garrison at Jacmel, and six of the leaders 
of the crowd, who were the loudest and bitterest 
in their denunciations of their rule, were arrested 
and thrown into prison. News of the event and 
of the arrests was immediately carried to Hip- 
polyté, and as the sun was rising on the morning 
of June 5 half a dozen soldiers rode over the hil 
about the city and came into the town on horse- 
back, reporting at the garrison. The six prison- 
ers, 42 — — together, were then led out of the 
prison and were marched to the open square in 
the center of the city, and in the prewar of their 
friends and relatives were mercilessly executed, 
each soldier firing at one man. 

Minister Hannibal Price denied this evening 
that President Hippolyte had been shot. At the 
office of the steamship company it was stated 
there was notruth in the statement of Hipnolyte’s 
death, that the 1 had authentic informa- 
tion that Hippolyte is alive.

THE OLD WORLD TO MAKE COMMERCIAL 
WAR ON THE NEW. : 

The German electrician, Von Siemens, who 
has a high reputation in his special depart- 
ment of knowledge, but who has never been 
understood to be an authority regarding com- 
mercial matters, appears to have been stirred 


up by the recent practical application by the 


United States of Mr. Blaine’s reciprocity 
policy, which is beginning to cut into German 
trade with Latin America, He is so excited 
over it as to tell our American cable corre- 
spondent that the Old World must unite to 
check the aggressions of the New. He said: 
„We may meet with some opposition on the 
part of France, but aside from that country we 
shall be sustained by all Europe. The European 
nations are aware that they must con- 
solidate commerci as against American ag- 
is not only shutting out many 
our products by prohibitive tariffs, but it also 
reatens our trade with the South American re- 
publics and even with Africa and Asia. Your 
country is young, full of natural resources, and 
by your enterprise no less than by your present 
policy you threaten to deprive us of our foreign 
trade. Power naturally makes you aggressive, 
and Europe must take care of its interests or else 
it will be pushed to the wall. We will erect a big 
fence to keep out your grain, your cotton, your 
meat. We will retaliate. I am naturaily a free- 
trader, but I believe in meeting protection with 
protection.“ 
„Can Europe exist without American grain? 
Ot course it can. We can supply all our wants 
from Russia OF 

Of course by “Europe” the electrician 
means Continental Europe. He does not ex- 
pect England to join ma movement which 
would starve herout and ruin her at once. 
England to bar out American cotton and suffer 
again voluntarily what she dia during the 
rebellion when the Southern ports were 
closed? Not she, if she knows her interests, and 
she thinks she does. The threat to keep Amer- 
ican grain out of Germany will not frighten 
this country. During the last fiscal year the 
Germans took less than $40,000 worth of Amer- 
ican wheat and flour. The prohibition point 
has been about reached already. The long- 
existing unjust decrees concerning American 
pork, based on grounds which are well known 
to be untrue, cannot be made more exclusive. 
Next as to cotton, of which Continental Eu- 
rope buys about $90,000,000 worth yearly from 
the United States. If the nations which are 
to form this new Holy Alliance think they can 
get along without American cotton let them 
doso. They have been buying it, not out of 
love to this republic, but because it was the 
cheapest and best they could find. And that 
is the only reason why they have bought our 
petroleum, lard, or anything else from this 
country. 

If they shut out American cotton and con- 
fine themselves to the scanty and inferior 
product. of India, Egypt, and Brazil, the re- 
sult will be that the cotton faorication hitherto 
done by them will be done in the United 
States, which has all the facilities for working 
up the raw material, and which will supply 
the present customers of Germany with fin- 
ished cotton fabrics. Nothing could stimu- 
late more the industries of this country than 
the adoption of the threatened policy on the 
part of the Old World, It would transfer the 
seat of commercial empire to the western 
shores of the Atlantic in a short time. 

Such a policy would be suicidal for Ger- 
many, nor is there anything in what the United 
States has done to justify its adoption. The 
latter is endeavoring simply to extend its 
trade with its own neighbors in the West Indies 
and Southern and Central America. The fol- 
lowing figures show the propriety and neces- 
sity of Mr. Blaine's policy. They give the 
exports and imports of all the countries to the 
south of the United States, including the West 
India Islands and other possessions of foreign 
powers, and also the trade between the United 
States and those countries:

FAILURE OF THE PRIEST MOLLINGER’S 
 FAITH-CURE. 


The “career of the priest Mollinger, the 
faith-curer at Pittsburg, has come to the dis- 
appointing end which might have been ex- 
pected. His experience has been not a whit 
different from that which has characterized 
the efforts of faith-curers of all denominations 
since time immemorial. He undoubtedly has 
cured, or seemed to cure, a few persons not 
afflicted with serious complaints—hypo’ per- 
sons, for example. He has made some believe 


for a short time that they were cured. 


In most all cases he utterly failed. This is 
the universal history of faith-curing, so-called. 

It would not be fair to set Father Mollinger 
down as a fraud or an impostor, although this 
statement in the dispatch does not look well: 


He makes no charge for his services, but every 
71 is supposed to make a contribution, which 
is less than 86. In addition, his prescrip- 
tions, which are nearly always the same, are filled 
by one druggist, who charges from $2 upward. 


- Considermg that he “laid on his hands” 
and bl ” many thousands, bidding them 
to be healed, which healing came not, he 
would appear to have raked in a good deal of 
‘filthy lucre.” It is possible that he believes 
himself endowed with some healing influence 
upon physical ailments derived from St. An- 
thony, through some power transmitted to 
him from the great temptation-resister. But 
he has not boasted loudly about his gift, what- 
ever it is. The secret of his influence pre- 
sumably is to be found in human credulity, in 
grasping at straws by the ailing multitudes, 
and in thé magnetism of his physique. His 
patients mostly have come from the class 
which is very ignorant, credulous, and super- 
stitious, and apt to look upon a man like 
Father Mollinger not only with faith, but with 
veneration, Among such people those who are 
not seriously afflicted may recover, or at least 
feel better for the time being and think 
they are cured, after contact with a person of 
strong will and supposed to be invested with 
miraculous power. It is of no use to 
deny that the imagination has much to 
do with diseases, especially those which 
are not organic, but nervous, and which grow 
out of the action of a weak or diseased mind 
upon the body, and im such cases it is not re- 
markable that a man like Father Mollinger 
should have a healing influence. Diseases are 
often enhanced by talking about them, con- 
stant dwelling upon them, and comparing 
them with those of others. The healthiest 
man in the world, unless he were possessed of 
phenomenal strength of will, might easily be 
convinced he is feeling unwell if a dozen per- 
sons should by mutual agreement tell him he 
is looking bad; and this influence upon the 
imagination of physically and mentally sound 
persons somietimes has been carried to an al- 
most ludicrous extent. The books are full of 
such cases and the medical schools recognize 
them. In the case of persons physically or 
mentally weak the influence is all the stronger 
and usually continues until the patient ceases 
to be under the domination of the stronger 
will, when nature reasserts itself, as it always 
will when there is a well-defined disease, 

For many centuries this faith-cure business 
has been practiced and the alleged healers 
have had their little day of apparent success, 
emphasized of course by exaggerated and 
miraculous stories told about them. Then 
they suddenly fail and quit the business, as 
Father Mollinger will do. But others will 
take his place and probably make greater pre- 


‘tensions than he has done. The ailing multi- 


tudes of halt, lame, blind, and impotent folk 
will tlock to them and pay in their dollars and 
some of them for a time will believe that they 
are being helped by supernatural powers. 
Then the illusion will disappear and thus 


@faith-curing will go on until the millennium, 


when, among its other blessings, there will be 
no sickness. The day of miracles is over, but 
the belief in supernatural agencies is one of 
the hardest to overcome and always will be so 
long as poor humanity is burdened with pain 
and suffering. : 


SPEECH OF SECRETARY-FOSTER. 

Another column contains a résuméof the 
speech of the Hon. Charles Foster, Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, read yesterday at Colum- 
bus, O. It presents some good matter for 
thought by the Democratic carpers who seem 
worried over the large appropriations made 
by the Fifty-first Congress, and a sufficient 
answer to the charge of extravagance recently 
voiced for them by Grover Cleveland. The 
Secretary says this is a billion dollar coun- 
try“ and will become a two-pillion dollar one 
within the lifetime of many now living. He 
admits that some of the appropriations should 
not have been made, but calls attention to the 
fact that all of an objectionable character were 
supported by Democrats fully as zealously as 
by Republicans. All of those made for govern- 
ment purposes are defensible upon the grounds 
of the public good. The $22,600,000 increase 
for the postal service simply represents the 
growth of the country for two years, and it is 
not an appropriation in the ordinary sense of 
the term, since ali that the government pays. 
out is the difference between the postal re- 
ceipts and the expense of the service, which is 
comparatively little, Two-thirds of the total 
increase of appropriations were for the increase 
of the pension list, and he asks if the Demo- 
crats oppose that or propose to repeal the pen- 
sions. Of course the $8,000,000 for census 
purposes could not be avoided; there is not 
an intelligent or patriotic man in the coun- 
try who does not believe in providing for new 
warships and an increase in the fighting power 
of the navy; while the increased expenditures 
for the Agricultural Department and for river 
and harbor improvements are warranted by 
reference to the best interests of the people. 

The Secretary then showed that the condi- 
tion of the revenues is such as to justify the 
appropriations, said that the present admin- 
istration has already paid off $236,000,000 of 
the war debt of the country, and he made the 
prediction that before the end of two years 
we will have money enough to pay all the ex- 
penditures of the government and add a hand- 
some sum to that ‘already paid on the war 
band debt of the country.” He avowed his 
conviction that a single standard of value 
based upon either gold or silver is too narrow 
a basis upon which to conduct the business of 
the world, and said: “ With all of our silver 
and with all of our paper money, we are on a 
gold basis, and there we will stay.“ But he re- 
minded the advocates of free and unlimited 
coinage that there is the greatest possible 
danger of their policy resulting in a premium 
on gold and its consequent expulsion from 
our country, placing us on a silver basis and 
on a level with Mexico, India, and China in 
this respect. To avoid such a deplorable re- 
eult conservative action must prevail.“ He 
hoped that in the near future an international 
agreement will be reached that will maintain 
| the parity of the two metals, making all the

Sir John Thompson, it was evident 
at the outset, stood little chance, as he isa 
proselyte from Methodism to Romanism, which 
made him distasteful to British Protestants 
and Orangemen and rendered it certain that 
he could not maintain the equipoise between 
the two great sects which was so skillfully held 
by Sir John Macdonald. 

The choice seems to have fallen upon Sena- 
tor Abbott not by reason of his superior fit- 
ness but because of his availability. As he is 
a man of smooth, negative qualities there was 
nothing against him save a long ago connec- 
tion with the Pacific road scandal, which does 
not seem to have cut any figure, however. 
The new Premier is an old man in his 70th 


year. His political career began in 1857, when 8 domiciled in the city. He will report 


he was elected to the Canadian Commons. In 
1862 he became Queen’s Counselor and for a 
short time was Solicitor-General in the min- 
istry of that period. As a member of the 
Commons he was author of the Insolvent act 
of 1864, the Jury Consolidation act for Lower 
Canada, and the legislation for collecting 
judicial and registration fees by stamps. He 
was called to the Senate in 1887, where he has 
since been the Conservative leader. Thus he 
has had a long career as a politician, and he 
also has the advantage of an excellent record 
as to personal ability and honesty, though, as 
the Montreal Herald remarks, “he has not 
shown any Yemarkable aptitude for public 
life and never took a prominent position in 
Parliament in the discussion of great public 


questions such as might have been expected 


from a man of his ability.” It is well enough 
understood, however, that the appointment is 
only a makeshift to tide over the session pre- 
paratory to general reconstruction during the 
recess. In this connection the Liberal organs 
are urging opposition to such a scheme. The 
Herald quoted above says: 

It is reported that the new ministry, if it does 
not go to pieces in the process of reorganization, 
will ask Parliament for a vote of credit and ad- 
journ for an autumn session, with a view to effect- 
ing complete reconstruction in the interim. We 
hope the Liberals will resolutely oppose any such 
scheme and compel the new Cabinet to face the 
music of a complete parliamentary session. If 
we do not mistake the signs of the times the op- 
portunity of the Liberals 1s rapidly approaching. 
The probabilities are that before very long they 
will be asked to give the country a new govern- 
ment, a new policy, and the new measures of legis- 
wae which public opinion imperatively de-

WHAT DEMOCRATIC TARIFF REFORM 
MEANS. 


We su mit the following to the New York 


Times (ex Whig and now free-trader) : 


No paper in, the South is doing harder or bet- 
ter work in the effort to produce correct thinking 
on political questions than the Nashville Amer- 
ican. Its platform it states in these words: 
“The question of tarif reform [tariff for revenue 
only] will down at no man’s, at no party’s bid- 
ding. If it rose strongar, bolder, and fiercer after 
defeat, it will hardly, grow weaker or less ag- 
gressive after a great victory. The Democratic 


party bas pledged itself to this issue. In 1880, by” 


an act of unpardonable political folly, it aban- 
doned the great issue and was defeated; it will 
not repeat the folly of following an issue to with- 
in sight of victory and then leaving it to chase 
a jack-o’-lantern into the bog. The question of 
tariff reform must not be allowed to grow cool.“ 


This same Nashville American used to be a 
moderate protectionist Democratic paper such 
as Dana’s Sun is, but asyndicate of ‘Tennessee 
Democratic leaders, profoundly disgusted 
with its unsoundness on the tariff question, 
bought out the old protection editor, Collyer, 
and flopped the American over into the sup- 
port of free-tradeism. Since then it has deen one 
of the ultra free-trade sheets of the South, and 
seems to have the solid backing of its party 
in Tennessee. It demands tariff reform, 
but what it means by the term is a tariff for 
revenue only, and such a tariff and the En- 
glish system cannot. be distinguished apart. 
A tariff like the British one imposes no duty 
or tax on a competing foreign article. Any 
duty on a competing commodity is a protec- 
tive tariff to the extent ot thetax. That is self- 
evident. Any old Clay Whig and any old Cal- 
houn Democrat agree on that point. Hence 
„n tariff for revenue only can be levied 
only on non-coin petitive articles, like tea, cof- 
fee, tropical fruits, and sugar, as but few of 
these products are produced in this country 
compared with the consumption. Harmful lux- 
uries like liquors and tobaccos are also taxa- 
ble under the British tariff retorm system and 
the Tilden dogma of a tariff for revenue 
only.“ In short, the Democratic demand for 
„tariff reform means the elimination of the 
protective principle from tariff duties the 
same as the British system. That is what the 
Nashville American means by the term tar- 
iff reform,” and all Democratic papers mean 
the same thing—except the Sun and its few 
small twinkling satellites.

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THE COURTS APPARENTLY AT YARI- 
_ ANCE OVER R W. DUNHAM & CO. 


A Tangle for Judge Collins of the Circuit 
Court and Judge Scales of the County 
Court to Straighten Out This Morning— 
The Opposing Lawyers Also Have Di- 
ametrically Opposite Views—The Chicago 
Wire Goods Company ip Trouble. 

On the Board of Trade yesterday the 
affairs of the firm of Ransom W. Dunham 
& Co. were freely discussed. After 10 
o’clock the legal fraternity began to take 
The pro- 
ceedings in Judge Collins’ court in the mat 
ter of the receivership, and in Judge 
Scales’ court, where an assignee is asked, will 
be apt to clash. A question will be made as 
to the jurisdiction of the County Court, This 
will arise this morning when Mr. Dunham ap- 
pears to purgehimself of contempt. He failed 
to respond to Judge Scales’ citation to ap- 
pear yesterday for examination, and a further 
citation to defend contempt proceedings was 
issued. 

The office of R. W. Dunham & Co. in the 


Grand Pacific was open yesterday, but not for 


the transaction of business, ‘The Illinois 
Trust and Savings Bank was in charge. Mr. 
Peck of the bank said that the reason the 
office was not closed was because shutting the 
doors might cause a feeling of uneasiness to 
spread. Bookkeepers were at work posting 
up the transactions of the concern for the last 
few days. All business was referred to Norton 
& Worthington, who were commissioned to 
close all trades. The latter concern could 
give no estimate of the condition of the busi- 
ness. Mr. Peck hoped by tomorrow to have 
the books closed, and thought that he would 
then be able to give some idea of the standing 
of the firm. 

* I cannot tell now,“ he said, whether the 
failure is large or small, or, in fact, whether 
there is a failure. It may be that all claims 
will be paid in full.“ 

Mr. Bisbee, senior member of the firm of 
Bisbee, Kern & Reed, said: 


„ The assets of R. W. Dunham & Co. are 


$400,000 and the abilities are $300,000. These 
are approximate figures, but they are nearly cor- 
rect. There is no failure, and all thecreditors 
will be paid in full. We got a receiver be- 
cause this ‘Born attachment was sued out 
against the firm. Dunham has not been 
transferring his property with intent to de- 
fraud any one. The homestead at Lake ave- 
nue and Thirty-ninth street was mortgaged 
and was transferred to Mrs. Dunham. It 
was not transferred to Mr. Ahrens. Dunham, 
in my opinion, is worth at least $100,000. Why 
did not Mr. Dunham appear before the County 
Court in response to the citation? Because 
he is not an insolvent. The court has abso- 
lutely no jurisdiction in the matter. The pro- 
there does not amount to anything; it 
is one of Levy Mayer’s strategic movements. 
It is a bluff; the receivership is genuine.“ 
Levy Mayer, attorney for Plaintiff Born, 
whose suit for $20,000 precipitated affairs, 
said: “If Dunham is solvent a thirty-min- 
utes’ session would satisfy the County Court 
of that fact. Why does he not answer to the 
citation and show his solvency? The transfer 
of his property doesn’t look as if he had much 
confidence in it.

Consequently, in 
the special order convening the board they 
have been instructed to assemble upon the call 
of the senior member. It will be their duty 
to investigate and report upon the alleged ob- 
struction of navigation by a bridge over the 
Chicago River at Canal street, under the 2 
visions of Sec. 4of the River and Harbor bill, 
which passed Con Sept. 19, 1890.” 

Owing to the. 
meeting of the *.— must be published in 
two of the Chicago newspapers for six days, 
and other necessary advertisements growing 
out of the case, it is not likely the com- 
mission will meet for business before the first 
of next month. As soon as it has heard all 
the testimony pro aud con in the matter it will 
sum up and submit a report to the Chief of En- 
gineers, and this document will be transmitted 
to the Secretary of War for approval or re- 
jection.
